We shall fall to bo dulv thankful fot 
allthat was done for us one hundred years ago 
unless wo realize the difficulties of tho worl 
then in hand nnd the dangers avoided in th, 
tabk ol forming "a more perfect union ba 
twoen disjointed States with interests am 
opinions radically diverse and stubbornl] 
maintained.

Just as the benediction concluded, the 


Marine band began rendering a march, 
and the President and Mrs. Cleveland, 
arm in arm, walked to the front of the 
stand and bowed again and again in 
acknowledgment of the thundering ap- 
plause from those who had stood in the 
square. A wild rush was made overchairs 
and railings in the stand to the place 
where they stood, and the President gave 
a short but involuntary reception to those 
who succeeded in reaching him. 


As they passed out they walked directly 


underneath the old Liberty bell, and the 
solid mass of people on either side of the 
footway cheered, waved their hats, hand- 
kerchiefs and umbrellos until they passed 
out of sight.

street another ovation awaited them, and 
as far as the eye could reach there was 
seen nothing but a fluttering mass ol 
handkerchiefs, hats, etc., and the cheer 
was taken up along the line until it seemed 
as though pandemonium reigned from one 
end of the street to the other.

The meeting was principally oc- 


cupied in a struggle for precedence be- 
tween the Socialists and tho Henry George 
faction, which was without result. 


A delegate rose to ask that Schilling be 


heard, but was asked to give way for a 
resolution in regular order that had been 
overlooked. He did so, and the resolution 
proved to be to the effect that tho Central 
Labor Union should refuse to allow its 
name to be used by any political body. 


The Socialists were on raged at tjho trick 


by which the resolution had been intro- 
duced, and thero was much confusion. 


A motion to table the lesolution was 


lost, and the anti-Socialists cheered vigor- 
ously. The Socialists retorted by shout- 
ing that their opponents were afraid of 
debate. 
Finally the resolution was adopted—62 


to 44. Cheers for Henry George followed, 
and were answered by shouts of defiance

Office weather-crop bulletin Issued yester- 
davsays: During the week ending Sep- 
tember 17 the weather has been colder 
than usual from Dakota f"*™"*,0^! 
the lake region to New Bnglad, the daily 
ayerage temperature being from 1 to 8 de- 
grees below the normal. It has been 
warmer than usual from the Gull States 
to the Ohio Talley, and in the Interior of 
the South Atlantic States the daily aver- 
age was 
from

degrees 


above the 
normal. 
For the Sacra- 


mento 
valley, 
California, the

temperature

5 degrees above the normal. The daily 
average temperature for the season from 
January 1 to September 17, has been in 
excess from the Ohio valley, Tennessee 
and interior o£ Gulf States westward to 
the Kocky mountains. The daily average 
excess ranging from 1 to about 4 degrees. 
The seasonal temperature has generally 
been deficient m the South Atlantic States 
and the Upper Lake region, the daily 
average deficiency being about 1 degree, 
excepting along Lake Superior, where it 
varies from 2 to 8 degrees below the aver- 


aSDuring the week the rainfall has very 
generally been slightly below the average 
east of the Rocky mountains, the greatest 
deficiency being over 1 inch along the 
South Atlantic coast. In tho Middle At- 
lantic States it has been slightly above 
the average rainfall. The large seasonal 
deficiency, exceeding 10 inches, continues 
throughout the Lower Mississippi valley 
and the greater portion of Illinois and 
Iowa.

per cent, of the usual amount of rain 
MS fallen 
in portions of 
New En- 


eland; the Lower Lake region, Western 
North Carolina and the Missouri valley, 
while less than fifty per cent of the usual 
amount has fallen along the South Atlan- 
tic and Eastern Gulf coasts, lower Missis- 
sippi valley, Ohio valley, the larger por- 
tion of Illinois and Eastern Missouri. In 
the tobacco region of Tennessee about 
fifty per cent of the usual amount has 
fallen during the month, while in that of 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois from 
ten to fifty per cent of the usual amount 
has fallen.

Death oi an Aired Ex-Senator. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
19.—Ex-Senatoi 


Joseph Cilley, of New Hampshire, whos« 
death is announced at the age of ninety. 
six, was appointed to succeed Senatoi 
Levi Woodbury, previously Secretary ol 
the Navy and Secretary of the Treasury 
in the cabinets of Presidents Jackson and 
Van 
Buren, who had resigned 
from 


the Senate to accept the appointment 
of associate justice o£ the Supreme Court 
of the United States, in which position he 
died. Mr. Cilley served in the Senate from 
June 13, 1846, to March 3, 1847, and was 
succeeded by Senator John P. Hale. Con- 
gressman Jonathan Cilley, killed in the 
memorable duel with Congressman Graves 
of Kentucky, fought at Bladensburg, 
near Washington February 24,1888, was 
his brother. The duel was fought with 
rifles at eighty yards, and Cilley feH mor- 
tally wounded at the third fire. Mr. 
Graves served in Congress from 1836 to 
1848, 
and died at Louisville, September 27, 


of the latter year.

husband, who was in the house, 


could reach her. Johnson got away, but 
he was arrested about ten days ago at At- 
lanta. He was br&ught here yesterday, 
and this morning his train reached Leeds, 
sixteen miles west of the city, when three 
masked men stopped the engine and got 
on. A dozen others got on the coach 
in which Johnson rode, and, finding him 
chained and locked to the seat, they 
tore up the whole thing and carried the 
negro and all to a tree two hundred yards 
above and hanged him. The mob then 
got on the lailroad and perforated the 
swinging body with bullets. 
Johnson 


confessed the murder to J. B. Dabney, 
who had charge of him when tho mob 
stopped the train.

A new physiological development has 


Bomefrom the introduction of modern 
curve pitching, and is known as the 
"pitcher's arm." 
Just as Borivener's 


paralysis is produced by. using certain 
muscles in excess, the pitcher's arm is 
the result of the peculiar motion which 
the modern pitcher uses to give the 
,;ball that long-doubted twist which 
alone seems able to strike out the op- 
posing batsman and earn the piteher's 
salary. 
Ur. Lenf, ol Philadelphia, discusses 


this subject in a manner deserving the 
attention of all present base ball lights 
and of the more .youthful aspirants for 
the future. Dr. Leuf estimates that a 
pitcher averages about one hundred and 
eighty pitches in a game, in each of 
which the ball is delivered with almost 
all possible speed. With the manner 
of producing the curve the readers of 
the Sun are already familiar, but the 
special muscles engaged and afl'ected 
by the process of curving are so lucidly 
discoursed upon by Dr. Leuf 'that wo 
will follow his words in their most im- 
portant bearing. He defines the seats 
of trouble when the incurve, the out- 
curve, the down-curve, and the up- 
curve have been resorted to in excess, 
us follows: 


The in-curve calls into action most 


particularly the pectoralis major, the 
biceps, brnchialis anticus, and flexors 
of the forearm. 
The out-curve affects 


the poctoralis major, coraco-brachialis, 
intraspinntiiH, tores minor, and ulnar 
muscles. The down-curve strains most 
especially the pectoralis major, trapez- 
lus, deltoid, and serratns magnus. 
The up-curvo is mostly caused by the 
pectoralis major, biceps, and supinator 
brevis. 


If Larry Corcoran had but known 


that his trouble lay in the coraco-bra- 
cliailis, 
or 
in 
his 
intraspinatus, 


wouldn't he have dropped his out curve 
like a hot potato until the crumbling 
foundation of his fame and fortune had 
got well? 


The up-curvo also strains tho lattissi- 


mus tlorsi. All curves strain the elbow 
joint and tend to separate the rail! us 
and tho capitollum of the humorus.' 
The constant necessity for quick twists 
of the elbow have a particular unfor- 
tunate effect upon the brachialis anticus. 
Alas for tho braohialis! 


Dr. Lenf maintains that tho bones of 


a pitcher's arm may be seriously 
affected. 
The constant strain upon 


the bone by the pulling tendons pro- 
duces inflammation and calcareous de- 
posits, and tho periosteum being pulled 
about hypertrophy of tho subjacent 
bone follows. 


These aro only tho principal points 


of Dr. Louf's thesis. In regard to 
treatment, regular exorcise is recom- 
mended. Do not pitch too swiftly whan 
you have an "off day;" when you do 
not feel able to do yourself justice, 
don't try to pitch hard. 
Lot your 


average bo less considered than your 
tirm, but to be in good form a pitcher 
must practice about an hour morning 
and afternoon, Sundays included. A)l 
exercise must be taken in tho sun. If 
tho thermometer is below sixty vigor- 
ous pitching is risky, and the danger 
increases as tho temperature 
falls.

ver recently .with Mr. Allen, "agent for a big 
commercial agency. He-tells me that all'of 
the eastern town* ol Colorado are growfnp 
rapidly and tliat there has bewa'Boneralreal 
estate boom over the whole state. The eastern 
portion of tfce'siiate is being rapidly taken iip

and the boom generally Is of a substantial 
character.

"Colorado Springs, which lies seventy-five 


miles south of Denver, has been growing rap- 
idly as B resort for people of means, and 
many handsome residences have been put up. 
A great deal of territory has been plotted 
between this and Manitou, which is five miles 
away. 
Colorado Springs has now. over' 


7,000 inhabitants, and it has among its houses 
a number costing $10,000 and upwards each. 
It is one of the great health resorts of the 
west and will continue to grow." 


There haa also been quite a boom, Mr. 


Allen went on, at -Trinidad, a town o£ (1,000 
or 7,000 lying about a hundred miles south of 
Pueblo, and 230 miles south of Denver. This 
point will be the junction of tbe 'Denver, 
Texas and Gulf road and the Denver .and 
Rio Grande. Pueblo is growing and it has 
developed into n great manufacturing center.

The increase is warranted 
by the growth of the town, and the city is as 
a wholo on an interest bearing basis.
